WOULD WAR ON GANGS 


A war against the racketeer was 


proposed in a bill introduced by Rep- 
resentative Woodruff, Republican, 
Michigan, invoking the powers of the 
federal government to aid states in 
curbing interstate activities of gang- 
sters.

Hoover stirred up a lively controver- 
sy -with his announcement 'of the ap- 
pointment of a new secretary of la- 
bor over the protest of •William 


Federation of labor. 


The president doesn't usually pro- 


voke a. quarrel publicly and his care- 
fully worded statement though re- 
aectful in tone has a note of aggres- 
siveness and defiance plainly written 
In it. 


Mr. Hoover was fortified of course 


by the fact that he was appointing 
a prominent member of the Brother- 
hood of Railway Trainmen—one of 
the "big four" brotherhoods which is 
not affiliated with the American Fed- 
eration of labor. 


It wa~ natural for Mr. Green to try 


to get a member of the American 
Federation of Labor appointed and to 
threaten to oppose anybody else. Mr. 
Hoover figured it out that if there 
was going to be a fight about it he 
might as well define the issue at the 
outset showing the country that he 
was not opposed to appointing a man 
from the ranks of labor but that he 
could not limit his choice for that 
portfolio to a single organization. 


Mr. Green has pointed out that he 


holds Mr. Doak in the highest es- 
teem personally. This was enough for 
Hoover who felt that he was satis- 
fying every requirement in appoint- 
ing a man of high charter and 
particularly someone who had been 
identified with union labor. 


NO BATTLE SEEN 


Normally a controversy over the 


appointment of a secretary of labor 
•would give the Progressives in con- 
gress an issue but in this instance 
(the president has chosen a labor 
leader who undoubtedly would have 
(the wholehearted backing of railroad 
labor which is by no means a small 
part of unionism in America, Politi- 
cally the brotherhoods have always 
been regarded as a strong factor 
and it is hardly considered likely that 
the American Federation of Labor 
would care to make 'an issue of this 
kind against a rival organization. 


The probabilities 
are that Mr. 


Green having done all that he could 
to secure the appointment of a mem- 
ber from his own group will let the 
matter djop though to be sure the 
public statement of the 
president 


puts Mr. Green in a position of hav- 
ing to justify his course. Even if Mr. 
Doak failed of 
confirmation this 


•would not mean necessarily the ap- 


xpointment of anyone else from 
the 


ranks of the American Federation of 
Labor. An open fight on confirma- 
rtion Is therefore not expected. 


Entirely apart from the effect on 


railroad labor there is an element 
among the employers who will accept 
the Hoover statement as a defiance 
of the American. Federation of La- 
bor. This however had no bearing on 
the issuance of the statement 
be- 


cause the president has wanted to 
appoint "William Doak ever since he 
was in, Florida just befor© the inaug- 
uration in 1929. The retention of 
Secretary Davis was a compromise 
in order to prevent the outcropping 
of a controversy at the very outset 
"of his administration. 


Unless some unexpected line of at- 


tack is opened up against Mr. Doak 
when his nomination is considered by 
tha senate it would seem that the 
president will win out though to be 
eure a senate committee is likely 
to go into the matter thoroughly be- 
fore making a report.

speech. Churchill sees the South, with 
its then prevailing aristocratic .tenden- 
cies, overcoming, conquering and an- 
nexing Mexico. But there he has even 


^ gone beyond the fair limits of imagin- 
,/ation, for at the conclusion of our Civil 
- war a king reigned in Mexico, Maxi- 


milian, who had been forced upon the 


, Mexican people by still other kings 


who considered it a good time to spread 
monarchy over the world. Chufchill's 
idea of the South conquering Mexico 
does not consider the European sup- 
port of the tottering throne in Mexico. 
Of couse with Union success European 


- kings did not deem it advisable to face 


the United States with its army of vet- 
erans, seasoned by four years of war- 
fare, and they precipitately deserted 
Maximilian to his fate before a firing

lars have been provided that, if a man 
could stand them on a hot day without 
cussing, shows more fortitude than is 
claimed by the average soldier.

UNITED STATES OF EUROPE 
When Count Kalergi first proposed 


a federation of European nations, tak- 
irg our own United States somewhat 
as a model, the obstacles to final agree- 
ment seemed insurmountable, the very 


ported too by the fact that the count, 
although a learned scholar, was with- 
out political experience. Yet his plan 
has been taken up by men who have 
devoted their lives to the solution of 
oolitical and economic subjects, the 
latest spokesman being Edouard Her- 
riot, former premier of France, who has 
written a book upon the subject. 


But the statesman who delivers a 


speech of an hour or two and the au- 
thor who writes a book are in two sep- 
arate classes. We expect the speech to 
be somewhat incomplete for it never 
could cover the subject in a limited 
time, the benefit of every doubt is re- 
solved in its favor, and presumptions 
exist to cover its shortcomings. But 
he who puts his thoughts carefully in 
treatise form, edits cautiously and fi- 
nally approves for the printer has em- 
barked upon treacherous sea where 
many similar voyagers have suffered 
mal de mer or worse. That is the sit- 
uation with Mr. Herriot. 


The difficult problem -which con- 


fronts any such federation is that of 
sovereignty, where will the power be 
reposed, how' much and what in the 
federation, how much and what in the 
various states composing it. Mr. 
Ybarra writing for the New York 
Times Book Review points out the 
flat contradiction in Herriot's book 
for on one page he writes: "The insti- 
tution of the desired federal bond 
would in no way affect any of the 
sovereign rights of the states which 
became members of such an associa- 
tion." And yet further on: "As soon 
as society comes into being, individual 
right is modified. Certainly European 
federation could not promise to leave 
each state its absolute sovereignty." 
Of course the second quotation is the 
correct one and possibly the first a 
slip of the pen, for unless the states 
are divested of some of their sovereign- 
ty there can be no such thing as a fed- 
eration, or, if one, its value to the peo- 
ple would be as little as its emaciated 
powers. 


To the skeptics, and there are many 


such, Herriot presents -a view of the 
United States of today and of 80 years 
ago, 
because in 1850 it was written of 


us: "The mutual antipathies, conflict- 
ing interests of Americans, and differ- 
ences of government, of habit and of 
manners, show that there are no points 
of union, no common interests. They 
will never be united into a compact 
empire under any form of government 
whatever." And yet after the passage 
of a suitable number of generations the 
country is able to turn back to the 
writer of 80 years ago and demonstrate 
that he formed too hasty a judgment. 


Why is it that we can transport the 


European peoples to this relatively new 
country and unite them, as we have, 
and yet that they cannot be united at 
home? It seems a paradox, and, from 
the very fact that they have been so 
successfully amalgamated here that 
work and patience ought to be able to 
accomplish the same result there. Na- 
poleon had for all purposes a united 
states of Europe, but dominated only 
by the genius of his imperial force and 
the incomparable French legions. His 
federation was not formed by consent 
and for good and praiseworthy purpos- 
es, but by might and for strife with 
England, economic as well as material. 
When force failed the federation went. 


Mr Herriot points out that France, 


Great Britain, Italy, the Swiss confed- 
eration and even the German Reich of 
today consist of peoples steadily and 
progressively unified and reasons that 
that work of unification can be contin- 
ued so long as there is a will and de- 
termination to effect it. The "primary 
purpose would be to remove a prolific 
source of armed conflict but the eco- 
nomic advantages would be many. It 
is no more likely 150 years hence than 
this country was 150 years ago.

"blow," I noticed that they were 
doing all the breathing into the 
belly. So I argued with myself, 
if horses bresthe thus, why not 
humans? Since which 
time I 


have been breathing into my bel- 
ly, feel better, and, can sing bet- 
ter for it. 
A lot of good horse sense in 'the 


observation and the sound applica- 
tion, I should say. I am not a veter- 
inary physician and I do not know 
how horses should breathe, but I 
know how human 
beings should 


"breathe and E. J. E. suggests how. 


A horse doesn't try to be anything 


but just a horse. Even a dog—well, 
since last evening I believe a dog 
can make believe he is sick,or hurt 
•when there's nothing the matter 
with him.

I have hunted 
deer since 1901. In 1891 and 1892 I 
made a business of hunting small 
game in California for the San Fran- 
cisco market. Much of my hunting 
was jack rabbits and cotton tail, also 
quail and ducks in season. Of course 
the rabbits were a pest to the orch- 
ard men, and the express companies 
gave us rates in shipping, to rid the 
country of them. Four years-ago I 
hunted big game in the Dalta coun- j 
try in tne valley of the Atehafalaya* 
River of Louisiana. Have visited ev- 
ery state in the Union except three, 
also spent sime time in eastern and 
western Canada, Have tried to study 
the ways and habits of game. I will 
repeat again if our forests were here, 
I would be silent.

The new pipe lines, con- 
structed on scientific principles of 
pressure and resistance, are annihil- 
ating distance. They'are going into 
cities which hitherto were regarded 
as entirely outside the zone of this 
fuel supply.

Supplies can be brought to 
these eastern states from western, 
fields, but the Applachian fields are 
closer and consequently cheaper.

ntents and purposes a lofted putter. 
I began to use this club for all chip- 
ping and run-up shots, and always 
attempted to swing the club exactly 
as I was in the habit of swinging a 
putter. 


But I found in time a number of 


reasons why a chip-shot cannot be 
regarded as an extended putt. I still 
carry the little cleek and find good 
use for it on the keen approaches of 
seaside golf in • Britain 
but I no 


longer attempt to swing it like a put- 
ter. 


In the first place, almost all of 


the important part of putting takes 
place within a radius 
of forty feet 


from the hole, and this usually over 
a keen green where 
delicacy and 


meticulous accuracy is needed. For 
this reason, a light, sensitive grip 
must be cultivated, and in the posi- 
tion of address consideration of ac- 
curacy must be allowed to prevail 
over the accommodation of extended 
motion. In other words the putting 
style and grip are devel ped to suit 
best the shorter ranges rather than 
to facilitate a stroke from the outer- 
most edge of the greenl The player 
naturally handles his putter more 
easily within forty feet than outside 
that limit. 


DISTINCTIVE STYLE 


Almost every player makes a de- 


cided difference between his putting 
method and his manner of playing a 
shot from fifty yards off the green.

I think the better view 
s that putting is a game in itself 
and chipping, instead of being an ex- 
tension of putting, is an abbreviaton 
of iron play. 


To illustrate by my own experi- 


ince, .1' employ the same grip from 
tee to gr^een. I drive, play the irons, 
pitch and chip holding the club in 
the same way. But I alter my grip 
considerably once I have the ball 
on the green. I play most 
of my 


short chips, when only a few feet off 
he edge of the putting surface, with 
a mashie-'iron but I chip with any 
ron club from the mashie-iron down 
o a niblic, depending upon what re- 
ation I desire to maintain between 
lie pitch and the run. 


The element of backspin is some- 


irnes important in chipping. It is 
occasionally desired 
to play the 


shot with a slight dragging spin in 
order to limit the roll 
of the ball. 


This, of course, 
cannot be accom- 


plished by the gentle, 
sweeping 


stroke of the putter, but must be 
effected by a longer, 
more crisply 


delivered blow. The 
club must be 


leld in a more capable grip, and the 
posture must be such that unlimit- 
ed motion can 
be accommodated 


easily. 


KEEP PUTTING SEPARATE 


.It is further possible to chip very 


well using always a slight cut ac- 
io'mplished by drawing the face of 
the club across the ball nipping the 
sphere neatly at the point where it 
rests on the ground. I do not need 
to say 'how far 
removed that is 


from good putting practice. 


It is difficult to say when a chip 


outgrows its classifications and be- 
comes a run-up or a pitch. There is 
no sharp dividing 'line 
where one 


leaves off and the other begins. But 
there is a very definite separation of 
putting from anything else in the 
game, and the player will do well to 
observe the distinction. He may con- 
sider if he likes that in chipping he 
is merely reducing the iron stroke 
to miniature but let him not attempt 
to extend his putting to embrace 
anything else.

actly half its designated federal-aid

Bureau of Public Eoads, made public 
today. 


The federal-aid system in Wiscon- 


** sin consists of 5,493 miles, of which 


2,246.2 miles had been improved with 
federal aid up to the end of the fiscal 
year 1930 on June 30. On that date 
245.7 miles were under construction 
and 2S miles had bSen approved. Still 
greater construction is forecast for 
the present year and the next two 
years because of the 66 2-3 per cent 
increase in the federal-aid appropria- 
tions. 


The total cost of all federal-aid 


roads completed during the last fiscal 
year in 
"Wisconsin, including 31.7 


miles of stage construction, was ?9,- 
029,204.63, of which the federal share 
was $4,154,568.49. The federal gov- 
ernment disbursed 53,058,505.088 to 
the state for road work during the 
year, and the unobligated balance of 
appropriated and allotted funds due 
to Wisconsin at the end of the year 
was ?816,349.40.

More 
American films are presented than 
any other kind, and too many of 
them, he said, deal -with murder, di- 
vorce, immortality and loose living. 
Some movies can be s~en for the 
equivalent of three cents, and few 
cost more than 25 cents. Talkies 
have made their debut in. Germany. 
The opera is still as notable and 
quite as cheap as before the -war, 
and the legitimate stage is still of a 
high calibre. Many of the evening 
services in churches turned over to 
concerts of exceptional quality.

The housing1 situation is one of 


the most acute problems in Ger- 
many. All unfurnished houses are 
under the jurisdiction of a housing 
bureau, which doles out the houses, 
first come, first served, like so many 
loaves of bread. If one is in search 
of a house, he • registers his name 
with the bureau, and when a house 
i:- vacated it is his, whether it is the 
type of house he desires or not. 


. The lE.ck-of flexibility in this sys- 
tem was pointed out by the bishop

owned by a church was vacated by 
the pastor. Before another pastor 
had been secured, the bureau gave 
the house to a government official. 
Now the church, though jwning the 
house, must rent a house for its pas- 
tor until the government official -de- 
cides to move. Building of course 
would remedy this situation, but, Ger- 
many, faced by both business depres- 
sion and a huge war debt, is-so tax- 
ridden, her. citizens cannot afford to 
build. Forty-two per cent of the rent 
gleaned from an unfurnished "house 
goes to the 
government, 
which 


makes an attempt to keep rents as 
low as they were immediately after 
the war. Furnished houses are not 
controlled by the housing bureau. 


This housing situation keeps many 


young people from marrying, as oft- 
en they can find no "wohnung" or 
living quarters. 


At the present time there Is much 


dissatisfaction with the housing bir- 
reau, but it can not be abandoned 
because it would release too many 
officials. 
Germany, her territory 


shrunk by the World War, has on 
her hands an immense number of 
civil officials who must live on pen- 
sion if they have no jobs, so the 
housing bureau is one of the meth- 
ods of keeping officials at work.
